The state of Italy continues critical in the extremc: 
The quarrel between Garibaldi and Cavour—which had 
up to this time been maintained within due bounds—has 
now assumed a decidedly hostile character towards Pied- 
mont, in consequence of the open encouragement given by 
the Dictator to the Mas nian party. Garibaldi went on the 
17th to Palermo, and there installed M. Saffi as Dictator, 

Sai, one of the most devoted adherents ol 
Mazzini, and a wórse enemy to Italy by far than 
Austria and even France. The appointment of Saffi 
and the letter inserted in the official journal of Naples 
— which 1 yesterday transmitted to you — can 
hardly be considered in any other light than 
as a symptom of open rupture with Piedmont, and 
it will require all the tact and sagacity of Cavour to 
prevent its leading to painful extremities. The 
Opinione of Turin, well-known to be the organ of the 
Premier, publishes, however, ia its number of the 218t. 
an article which cannot but add fuel to the flames. The 
publication of this effusion at this juncture is, un. 
doubtedly, very indiscreet, as its only effect will be to 
throw Garibaldi more entirely into the arms of the 
Mazzinoians. It runs thus :— 

Italy has effected her national revolution under the 
direction of the government of Victor Emmanuel, but 
she abbors such steps as would threaten to compromise 
her cause; she repels whoever would provoke a rupture 
with France, because she appreciates all the importance 
of the French alliance, and of the concord existing be- 
tween the two nations; she repels all communion with 
those who would excite revolutions elsewhere, because, 
if she has been enabled to unite ber different states into 
one, it has been because she has given Europe guaran- 
tees of order; nor will she provoke a general war, bes 
cause it would be prejudicial to her cause and to Italian 
unity, which is on the point of being completed. It is 
time to have done with fictions. A party which, know- 
ing that nothing can be done in Italy except by the 
name of Victor Emmanuel, has provisionally, as Nico 
tera says, accepted it, but endeavours to draw Garibaldi 
over to its side. But the nation has its eyes wide open; 
it admires Garibaldi because he is thé soldier of the 
nation and not the soldier of a sect. When Garibaldi 
declared that he would go to Rome, he was not aware 
of the late events near Ancona; he will now probably 
re-consider the question. Should he still persist in his 
former opinion, it would be a great misfortune, but the 
nation would not hesitate to rally round the Govern- 
ment. 

The presence of Victor Emmanuel at Naples might 
possibly have expelled the extraordinary infatuation 
under which Garibaldi seems to labour, but his depar- 
ture for the South is not confirmed. Perhaps he doubts 
his power over the mind of his great subject, and hence 
is naturally unwilling to compromise his authority and 
dignity by finding his orders and his advice equally 
slighted. If Garibaldi perseveres in his intentions, and 
the proclamation he has just addressed to the 
Palermitans shows that they have undergone no 
change since the publication of the letter in 
which he announced his determination not to 
pronounce the annexation of Southern to Northern 
Italy until he could do so from the summit of the Quiri- 
nal, an armed collision between his forces and those of 
Piedmont can scarcely be avoided, the more so as there 
is no love between the Piedmontese generals and the 
ch@mmpion of Italy. In this proclamation he thanks the 
peSple of Palermo for the trust they have reposed in him, 
and then proceeds to say :— 

“You have done well not to call for an annexation 
which I declare ill-timed ; you have thus shown that 
you possessed Italian wisdom. That annexation would 
have subjected us to diplomacy, and consequently 
chained us once more. A few days ago, at Naples, I was 
again solicited on behalf of annexation. But [tell you 
that beyond the Volturno there are still brethren of ours 
in irons; now I declare that as long as there are breth- 
ren to set free, we will fight for them. People of Pa- 
lermo, people of the barricades, I once more thank you 
for not believing those who resented me as a double 
dealer; I am the best of Italy and of Victor 
Emmanuel. Believe in Victor Emmanuel who is the 
only representative of the Italian cause.”
